E it enafted by theLieutenantGovernour,Touncil andſhouſe x. portstion 

0 of Repreſentatives, That no Warlike Stores or Proviſions of any of Warlike 

Kind whatſoever (Fiſh only excepted) ſhall be exported or carrie — can 
out of any Port or Harbour in this Province in any: Veſſel whatever before "ohibited; 
the thirtieth Day of September next, ſaving only ſuch Proviſions or Warlike ſaving. 
Stores as are neceſſary for the Defence of each reſpective Veſſel outward. 
bound, and victualling the Mariners on Board the ſame, during their intended 
Voyage, and whereot an Account in Writing ſhall be given by the Maſter 
of ſuch Veſſel on Oath to the Impoſt-Officer or his Deputy, and Where 5 
there is no Impoſt- Officer or Deputy, then to a Juſtice of the Peace or te 
Town Clerk, on Pain of One Thouſand Pounds Lawful Money to be Penalty c. 
forfeited and paid by the Maſter, and the like Sum by the Owner and for Breach of 
Ow e A, an et] ; this Act. 
Jwners, Factor and Factors of each reſpective Veſſel, in which any War- 
like Stores or Proviſions ſhall be exported or carried out of any Port or 
Harbour in this Province : one Moiety thereof to the Uſe of this Govern- 
ment, and the other Moiety to him or them that ſhall inform or ſue for 
the ſame. And ſuch Maſters, Owners and Factors reſpectively upon their - 
being convicted of the Offence afareſaid. at the Superiour Court of Judica- 
ture Court of Aſſize and General Goal Delivery, ſhall be further liable to 
ſand in the Pillory, and have one of their Ears cut off.

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And be it further enacted, That if the Governour or Commander in Council may

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or Warlike Stores out of this Province for any Time after the ſaid thirtieth 
Day of September next, not exceeding the thirtiethDay of Novemmber in this 
preſent Year, the Maſter, and Owner and Owners, Factor and Factors of 
any Veſſel or Veſſels on Board of which ſuch Proviſions or Warlike Stores 
ſhall be exported, contrary to ſuch Proclamation, ſhall be reſpeCtively liable 
to the ſame Pains and Penalties as if the ſame had been exported betore the 
ſaid thirtieth Day of September, contrary to this Act. ©
